Species F, drawn to couple the HGA assembly to the FPC assembly by adhesive 
bonding for claim 24. 

Species G, drawn to couple the HGA assembly to the FPC assembly by rivet 
deformation for claim 25. 

Species H, drawn to couple the HGA assembly to the FPC assembly by screw 
mounting for claim 26, 
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Species I, drawn to couple the FSA trace to a bonding pad of the FPC assembly 
by tape automated bonding (TAB) for claim 27.
